THB PREROGATIVE OP THE 
CROWN. 

" The more baste the less speed," seems 
to bo apcaially applicable to our present po- 
litical coir.iiiicD. Whalover it was that urged 
Ilia E.xcelleiicy to depart from constitiitionnl 
procedout, and coiivonu tho House at four 
days' notice, it is now quite evident that dis- 
patch of btuinesa wlli be none of its fiuits — 
that tbe pnblic affairs woald have been mach 
more rapidly attended to had fourteen or 
even twenty days been allowed to elapse be- 
fore the meeting. We have already shown 
'that the business which was to have come 
before the House was uot of that argent na- 
ture demaoding this extraordinary dispatch. 
It might just as well have been kept over un- 
til tho third day of October, for all tho neces- 
sity of iinmediato notion— in fact il would 
have been better for the delay; fjr the prin- 
oipat topic foi disoussion — the Crown Lands 
—would then have been more clearly undor- 
Btood. 1 he short notice becomes, therefore, 
as nncallcd-for as it is unconsiitulional, and 
there was only one conrsd for the JJooso to 
pursue— to decline to undertake the duties of 
legislation. 

The action of the Assembly on this ques- 
tion yesterday was tho only course, consistent 
with dignity and duly, it could pursue. To 
have (;ono into tho iniportaiit quoslious the 
House was called upon lodiicu-is would have 
been to establish a preocdont d;i!i};erou3 in 
principle and mischievou.s lu ellects — dacg- 
erons, inasmuch as some future Qovcrnor 
might use It as a means to coerce the popu- 
lation ; and niiachitfvour, bccausu doubt, il 
not illegality, would enshroud the leftislalion. 
There is nothing, of course, in this action of 
the Houso that can bo coii.strued into diiro- 
speot to His E.xcellency. It is simply tho 
honeit coovioliou of the members that (be 
ninal mode of procedure has not been fol> 
lowed out by the E.iocutive, and that public 
interests would sudor in consequence. The 
arguments that have beon brouglil fjrwurd 
to show that it is a p-eroi»iilivu of the Croivn 
to call the House together when und in what 
manner it feels disposed are simply absurd- 
Had such a power rested with the King, 
the independonco of tho House of Com- 
mens would have been complotoly do- 
destroyed. Dr. llelmcUeu showed clearly 
enough yesterday that bo fur as constilntional 
precedent ivent, from the reign of I'Jdvvard 
the IV., donn to George the III., (be 
Rqnisite notice for assembling the Legisla- 
ture WHS Iweuly days; clearly indicating the 
importance wliieh the Eiii;lisli miiul lot many 
generations has attached 10 this Parli;imeiit- 
■ry proleolion. Whether the Act in George 
the III.'s reign, liinilii)n the number ol days 
to fourteen, is applicable to this colony or not, 
bas really nothing 10 do with the merits of 
the question. Consiilnlional precedent in 
England shows us that a P,irli;uneiil cannot, 
unless in oases of invasion, revolt, or some 
inch danger, be summoned on d few days' 
notice. We have already shown that neither 
invasion nor rebellion is to be dreaded in our 
prflsent condition — that nothing, in fact, has 
arisen demanding any unu.sual haste in our 
legislation. Jt would, iherefure, bo a most 
unwarrantable eoacersion on the part of the 
people or the House of Assenably, to yield 
up this lime-'houored safeguard on an occasion 
80 trivial. Il would argue thut we were 
either indifferent to pnblic liberty, or ignor- 
ant ol its first princij Ich. 

The prcrogalivo of the Crown i.s quito 
great enough already — in fact, if anylhini,', 
too great — wilbont our going down on our 
knees to present it with additional power. 
It prorogues P.irliaraent when it likes ; calls 
it together when it likes, consistent niih duo 
notice bainj; given; and di.sJ'.dves it when it 
likes. The danger to the pjople's liberty, 
from the immense piero^iuivo of the King, 
is even in England regarded by many as a 
thing not to be slightingly treated. " Il is 
Lard Broushain'a opinion," says the Spectator 
ol July 9, ''that n man of ^'cnius in tha posi- 
tion of king of Hiiglanil, .shoLiid we ever bo 
curseil with such 11 phcnomenun, would auh- 
jeot the Constitution to the only strain under 
which it would be likely to give way — might, 
in fact, il he chose, ninke his will for a gencr- 
•tion the law of Kn;;li9h action." The same 
journal further alludes in the meinorablo .say- 
ing of Lord Macaulay. j.ist before hid duath, 
that " the power of tho ('roivii was 
becoming greater than it liad boon sinro 
the death of William III." With such 
statements from sources l;ko these, 
and with the facts palenl li ico^t of 
ui, it bahooves every Krlti.sli siilJeLi wurihy 
of Iho name, to ;;uiird well Ins individual 
rights. It may appear e, tiiflui:! inaltci ia 
this small out-uf-lhe-wiiy place whether our 
legislation shall becuodueted constitutionally 
or not; but the world is made up of such 
trifles; and the men who would willingly 
sacrifice the principle hero ivr just n.i unlit 
to exercise llio duties of eilizens a.s if they 
had sold their birthright in the Kn;;li.-ili iiiu- 
tropolis. Il ia (he cnrsa of young oounlries 
to have many Esuus in its body pulilic— men 
who would emulate the Chinese juggler and 
swallow two-ed_'(id laiive.s il the .Mandiuiii 
only gave tin' ordiT — who wiuild .-linut 
" bravo" if llib K.vc.iloncy ordered the de- 
ospitation of every one in (be oouniry and who 
busk with a spaniel- like contenlment in iho 
sunshine o( royally'H reprcsentalive. In 
thexo men's eyes tho (.'rown can litMrally do 
no wrone. Tliey wmild be reaiiy to-inoiio\v 
to vole away I'urliameul and every (lUier in- 
stitulioii of a Iree [leoplH, and accept the 
miiearch as a Caliph of IJ.iydad. We ru[)- 
posG we arc not entirely wit!;oi;i thi.i clusa 111 
Vancouver l-iland ; luu we are niiuh nii.--. 
taken in His E.vcellency if lie lalied its 
voluntary servdily as 1 he suiitiiiKri 1 of any 
considciuble pijr'ioii of our population or 
looks upon it as niiylhiug but a disagreeable 
humiliaiion. We have already said we 
endorse the acilon which the House 
has BO fur taken in this mutter, nml 
v/a leel (ertaip Qovcrnor Kennedy will 
do the same ; for Ills Kxcellency will per- 
ceive, what was stated In Ibe House yester- 
day, that if theoumberof days' notice were 
left la the bands of the Exibuiive, one day 
woDtd be jdst'SB legal, a; four, and one hour 
M » day. .Snob b gaberoittoriati prSrogative 
ia tco BDrnrd to r.eed-:furtheir qomineut, and 
we will simply take leave of the subject by 
hoping that the Assembly, .whatever diDer- 
enses rosy exist aa to tne mode of doeiding 
on the iincouititutionsiity of its sitting,' will 
not slullify its action ol yesterday, by upuut- 
tiog the vote which has already pasted 
t^ioofb tlM Canmiit^a of^tba Hoona.

od. Wbatovot consideration we may give 
to these subjects maybe open to objection 
il Ibis House Is illegally called tngctbor. 
There wore amendments he wonld fi.el dis- 
pf).5ud 10 put if the House wore iiieliiicd lo 
give Ibeir coniiideratinn to all the subjects 
laid beloro ihem in tin) upoeoh, but ho be- 
lieved that in ooDsequenuu of lite llouso 
being called together without tlio usual 14 
days' outico all the aotions ol this House 
srould be illscal. Aa to the 14 days be believ. 
ed that 4 days was not a saffioiont time. Ua 
would not go into the reasons for bis belief as 
eommon sense would show tbom to every 
one. Had some impoitaot smbioet suob as 
invasion of tfac coanir^ reqijilretl, ,t,bo Hbj^se 
would not bo dUposed perbilps'to object, al- 
though exaa tben it would be illegal. He 
did not intend to /inpck his head againjf the 
Act ol (ieorgo HI., or any other English 
Statute. He would go solely by tho Crjumjlij- 
t(9n, wbicb fallowed e.vory ^ngl.isbnjan 



whcrover he 'went, and which w.is the true 
rule of guidance. This was a Parliament, 
and our duty was to maintain tbo rights aud 
privileges of a Parliament, (hear, hear.) No 
one would deny the power of tbo Governor 
to call a Parlioment together, or to dissolve 
a Parliameut, or lo prorogue a Parliament ; 
the oulv question warwhelber tho llouso be- 
ing prorogued to a phrtieular day, the Gover- 
nor could oull the Hoase together before that 
dav. In former times neither the King nor 
ony. one else could call the Home together 
before .the- day fixed, . therefore if thesu 
statntes we^e ootevea ini existenc?, no power 
in tho isfand could call ihe House logetlior 
without the proper notice. Such bomg the 
Constitutional law he would not troubla the 
House with precedents, but if tho King had 
power to call the Parliament together when- 
ever he pleased, he woulu only usk why these 
acts had been passed? (Hear, "hear.) In an 
old Englifdi Act, which had never yet been 
published, it was enacted that 20 day»' no- 
tice should be given before calling tbo House 
to"ellier in any special case. Uo took jt that 
the Act ol George HI. and several other acts 
did apply to this colony, and lo this Patlia- 
mcnt particularly; because they were part of 
our written Constitution. II those acts are 
not ))art of our constilntion, wo must fall 
baek oU tbo unwrilten eoustitniion He diii not 
believe that there was any disposilitMi in the 
E.xeeolivB to be arbitrary. (Hear, hear.) But 
Jit were legal to call the House toiiolhor in 
loiir ilavs' notice, it would be so in two days 
Of in one day, and lie would enll on bon. 
ineiiibers not lo admit that the Kxecuiivo hud 
the power call the House to- 
gether in whenever he plea»:d or in 
any le.'s time than loiirlcen days, 
lie was quite certi-io ibai Ilia E.\cl1iciicv 
would be as ready as any honorable ineinbDr 
to phandou his po=ilioii if iie thou^'llt that 
there was i-ny dangc-r in ii. Thero is a law 
in Ennland that Parliament may bo callud 
together iu less than 1 -1 days, but only when 
the country is in danger and requires pioteo- 
liou. Even as it was hero, it iniglit be dilVi 
cult lo convoy notice to the districts lying 
ootside of Victoria District. Ho bolieved 
tho bon. roerabor for Salt Spring Island ni 
one time had found the truth of this (laoi;liter.) 
He wonld ask hon. members to look around 
the House and say if they were ready to 
legislate on important measures with so very 
thin a House To do so migbl produce 
most injurious results. He would, therefore, 
propose : 

We bog to assure your Excellency Ihat we 
would be disposed to givu thai consideration 

10 the question of the lianafer ol the Crown 
L-jnds and revenues to the Colony, aud all 
other subjects meniioned in your Exoellcnoy's 
address, but we deem ourselves precluded 
from so doing on account of the House of 1 
AsscmlMy having becncallod together with. I 
nut fourieon davs notice having been given. | 
I'he House is of opinion therefore thai any 
action it might take would be open to ques- 
tion, and further that such a precedent might 
lead lo most injurious consequences. 

Wo would tbereforesiiicerely hope that your 
E.veellcncy may t'lke our objections into your | 
serious consideration, and adopt such eonsti- ' 
tntional measures as to you may appear ad- 
visable under ihe circumstances. 

Mr. Franklin was extremely glad to hear 
the hon. Speaker profess a desire lo uphold 
the strict rules of I'arliameiit, and no one 
would bo more roady to support him in that 
than himself. The power of the Executive 
to call Parliament together was unijiicstion- 
able. Certain resolutions bad been (lassed 
declaring tho illegality of the euinrnonirig of 
the House, but they hod been passed uncon 
stitulion illy, (.Mr. DeCosmos.— No, no !), and 
had been sanctioned by the Hon. Speaker, and 
he [Mr. Franklin] did not think tho House 
was justified in lurther stultifying itseir by 
adopting the hon. Speaker's resolutions. 

The statute ol George III had been brought 
up by hon. gentlemen to prove their case, 
but ho bad not seen ic himself, and he ques- 
tioned much if any hon. member had ever 
read the statute, and yet bon. genllemeo had 
allowed themselves to be led by the Speaker 
blindfold, (oh '. oh !) lo commit au unoonsli- 
tutioual action which reflected on the Exeuu- 
tive. The hon. gentleman quoted oases where 
the Imperial parliament had been prorogued 
a week, and even Iwo days, and called toge- 
ther at tbo expiry of Ihat time. Blaokslone 
had been (juoted to show that Psrliamest 
could not be called together with less lhan 

11 days' notice, e.tcepl lor invusionor rebel- 
lion, but he (.Mr. F ) had shown that it had 
been dona when Geo. IV. was sick. If on 
any occasion corrupt or improper motives 
could be atlribuied t" the Executive, ho had [ 
fuiili in !ion. members that they would eiliibil j 
that uprightness and statesmanship which j 
h IS evur been displayed under tho British j 
Crown, and do their duty. In the Imperial ; 
p.irliament it often occurred that uiariy of j 
the members, such as tha Irish and Scotch ! 
meinbers, could not arrive in time, hut that I 
did not p.'-ev.Mit Ihe House from meeting. j 

Dr. llelmek'ili said the hon. meinb-ir on the I 
opposite aide had nuido an attack on .Mr. 
Sneaker in corninillec. Ho (Dr. II.) did niu 
lie ;;n lo reply to such an uttai Ic, and ho 
;hoUi;hl no honorable guntlenian sh uihi at- 
tack .Mr. Speaker in coiiimitiee, when he had j 
an opportunity to do s» while the Speaker | 
was in Ibe chair and could defend himself, nr i 
be defended by other bun. members who j 
chose to do so. With regard to the riuostion j 
iiow before them, ibis was the only time the : 
House bad to bring the matter forward. An 
answer must be given to the Adilress, and it 
was as well to do so now as at any other time. | 
The hon. gentleman had brought up tho case , 
of tho Irish and Scutoh members in the Im- ^ 
perial parliament; if this bad any weight, it 
only shoivcd that there should have been 
lon;;or niilioe — not shorter 1 (laughter).
